DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5, 8-11, 13, and 15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendments to the claims are not found in the prior art and the remarks presented are 
persuasive. Bagga et al. teaches an imidazole and a phenol together as epoxy resin 
curing accelerators, but does not teach the specifically claimed imidazole or the 
specifically claimed phenol or the liquid composition. Blyakhman teaches the 
specifically claimed imidazole, but not the liquid composition or the phenol. Goswami et 
al. teaches the specifically claimed phenol, but not the liquid composition. Therefore, 
the presently claimed invention is not anticipated or rendered obvious by the prior art.
